TEN MILES HIGH. 


One of the most interesting experiments with balloons 
that has ever been undertaken was that of Messrs. Her- 
mite and Besancon, at Paris-Vaugirard last spring. 
They succeeded in sending a balloon to the unprecedented 
elevation of sixteen thousand métres, or about ten miles ! 
There were no people in the balloon, but it carried a 
variety of eelf-registering instruments designed to record 
the temperature, the atmospheric pressure, etc. 

Tue litte balloon was started on its lofty trip about 
noon, when the air was remarkably still and clear. It 
rose rapidly, and in three-quarters of an hour had 
attained an elevation of ten miles, at which height it 
remained for several hours, 

Jt was there subjected to an atmospheric pressure only 
about one-eighth as great as that at the surface of the 
earth, and M. Hermite explains ita floating for so long a 
time at a constant height by supposing that the tempera- 
ture does not vary sunsibly with the elevation of the 
floating body after the !atter has sustained an altitude 
where seven-eighths of the atmospheric preasure is lack- 
anes and where there remains no trace of water vapour, 

ut toward six o'clock, when, with the decline of day, 
the temperatare began rapidly to fall, the balloon started 
back toward the arriving with a gentle motion, 
which did not disturb the instruments it carried, at eleven 
minutes past seven, at Chanvres, near Paris-Vaugirard, 
from which it had started. 

The balloon was visible with a telescope during the 
entire time, It shone like the planet Venus, seen by day, 

The barometer and thermometer were furnished with 
pends 7 pte by Sloekwork; by means of which 

iagrams of the changes of pressure and temperature that 
the balloon experienced were obtained. At tho height of 
about seven and three-fourths miles the thermometer 
marked a temperature of sixty degs. Fahrenheit below 
zero, Then the ink in the registering pens of both the 
thermometer and the barometer became frozen and the 
records were interrupted. 

But as the balloon continued to rise the ink was thawed 
again, and at the ten-mile level the automatic records 


were renewed. The tem registered there was 
only about six d belie wars. The increase of 


temperature is ibed to the effect of the unclouded sun 
heating the air in the basket that contained the 
instruments.

into the stream-and try to swim soross without being per- 
ceived, and get clean away into the back country, 

“Then we just made a dash at them with the pig-spears ;

Among no2-alcoholic drinks, soda-water, if that can be 
called a beverage, the principal reason for its purity 
bably beiog that it would not pay to adulterate it. 
Beriotly, soda-water should be a solution of bi-carbonate 
of soda in aerated water ; usually the soda is left out, and 
it simply cousists of water into which carbon-dioxide gas 
has been pumped; obviously it would cost more to 
adulterate this than to leave it pure, Among the cups 
that cheer, beer takes the first place.

When a glass is as full as it possibly can be of liquor 
the surface of the liquid is slightly conver, and the 
centre lies higher than the brim. In viow of this fact 
an etymologist states that such a glass-full is called a 
bamper because the liquor bumps up, or protrudes in 
the middle. This is scientific aud correct, but a trifle far 
fetched. Others derive the word from bon-pére or au 
bon-pére, the form of toast given in the monasteries of 
the Middle Ages when the health of the Superior or 
Abbot was drunk, Lastly, there are those who derive it 
from “ Bombard,” a big drinking-glass once made in the 
form of a short, wide-mouthed cannon, from whose name 
we get the verb to bombard. This seems the most 


natural derivatioa, and in this sense it is certainly used 
by Shakespeare in the second sceneof the second act of 
the “ Tempest.” ‘‘ Yon same black cloud looks like a foul 
bombard that would shed his liquor.”

WAR CRIES. 


It was ee custom of almost every nation 
when joining iu battle to begin the attack with loud 
shouts, called cries of war, or of arms. These shouts 
were intended to ede the enemy, to occupy soldiers, 
and prevent them from hearing the shouts of their oppo- 
Lents, 

Froissart says that at the battle of Crecy fifteen thou- 
sand Genoese archers began to yell in a most frightful 
manner to terrify the English. In these cries, ev 
nation, and almost every leader, had their peculiar ord 
or sentence, which also served as a kind of watch-word 
to distinguish friend from foe. 

Cries of arms were likewise used to rally broken 
equadrons, especially when their banner was in danger. 

The ancient English cry was ‘St. George.” This was 
in such estimation, that a military writer, Davis, in the 
beginning of the seventeenth century, inserts the obser- 
vance of it among the military laws, to the obedience 
of which be would have all soldiers sworn! ‘ Item,” 
ssys he, “that all soldiers entering the battle, assault, 
akirmish, or other actions of arms, shall have for their 
= cry aud word, ‘St. George ! £ “esl a pe 
ward, or upon them! St. George{’ whereupon the 
soldier is much comforted, and the ghemy dismayed by 
calling to mind the ancient valour \of England, which 
with that name had been so often vidtorious; therefore, 
he that shall muliciously omit it shali be punished for his 
obstinacy.” 

Although the cry ‘St. George!” has been long disused, 
war cries are still rg up. English sailors constantly 
accompany their first broadside with three huzzas, styled 
by them three cheers. 

And some modern military officers, particularly Gene- 
ral Wolfe, recommended, on charging the enemy with 
fixed bayonets, to give a loud, warlike shout. Sir James 
Ware says the ancient Irish war cry was “ Fanah! 
Fanah!” 

In after ages each clan made use of a different cry 
most of them terminating in the word “ Ahoe,” deriv 
from an obsolete Irish expression, siguifying ‘‘ cause," or

AN AWFUL TIDAL WAVE. 


THE t volcanic eruption on the island of Krakatoa, 
in 1883, will always be famous for the extraordinary red 
sunsets which followed it. But few people know any- 
thing of the terrific tidal wave that accompauied it. Here 
is the narrative of a man who was second engineer on tbe 
steamship Governor-General Lowden, ‘The island of 
Krakatoa lies between Sumatra and Java in the Straits 
of Sunda. 

The chief officer and myself noticed a dark line out at 
sea which bore the appearance of a tidal wave, and while 
we were remarking upon it the captain rushed upon the 
bri and telegraphed to the engine room to steam 
slowly ahead up to the anchors, I was carrying out 
the order when the wave reached the ship. Firat she 
dropped, then she heaved ap and down for about five 
minutes. There were three waves, 

When I came on deck again, the long pier, which had 
been crowded with Europeans from the town—they had 
experienced the shock of an earthquake during the night 
—-this pier, the houses and offices had disappeured ; in fact 
the whole town was gone. 

A government steamer which bad lain at anchor in the 
bay was landed high on the tops of the palm-trees in 
company with some native buats. 

That was our first intimation that Krakatoa was in 
eruption. For the rest of the day the rumbling thunders 
never ceased, while the darkness grew to a thick, impene- 
trable covering of smoky vapour. 

We got under way, and proceeded till the darkness 
made it impossible to go farther. While we were thus 
enveloped in darkness the cinders and stones discharged 
by the volcano began to fall upon the ship. In a short 
time the canvas awning aud the deck were covered with 
ashes and stones to tne depth of two feet, and all our 
available men were employed in removing the fulling 
mass, which otherwise would have sunk the ship. 

We bad a large number of natives on board, and a 
hundred and sixty European soldiers. The soldiers 
worked with the energy of despair in clerriug the deck, 
in spite of the twofold danger of being burnt and 
stunned by the falling stones. 

While we were engaged in this struggle a new and 
terrible danger came upon us. This was the aporoach of 
the tidal wave caused by the secuud eruption. It strack 
us at about two o'clock. 

Sometimes the ship was a!most straight on end, at other 
times she heaved over alinost on her beam ends. ll the 
passengers and crew gave themselves up for lost, but 
there was no panic, aud the captain handled the ship 
eplendidly throughout. 

You can fancy what it was like whea I ic!) you that 
the captain was lashed with three ropes alongside the 
engine-roow companion, while I was lashed down below 
to work the engines. 

When we reached Angier we found no trace—not a 
splinter of wood nor a fraction of stone—of all the 
buildings of that once flourishiag seaport.

Tatwavs regard the filling of this particular page as 
my own special privilege, and I don't see why I should 
forego it, even if threy thousand miles or so of the 
Atlautic Ocean does heave up and down between me and 
tue letters of my correspondents, Any of theso that 
teally require an answer will receive atefrom thew in 
charge during my absence. for a brief visit of mingled 
Lusivess and pleasure takes ine to the United States. So 
Twill ask thove readers who have addressed queries to 
which thy auswers will keep, to be ag cons a, as ber 
wble to make them with seine rough utes uu poms of 
luterest that strike me on my war, 

Yes, thisis the Cudgate Hill of the Ati ve 
seuited route between the Old Work) aud the New, and 
yet one scarcely sces another vessel fiom one day's end to 
tactier, ‘this voyage at bus boon juscas well, for eea- 
Teys bave Leen aauoyingly freqneni—annarcutly jealous 
oF the Locines marvelloas powers, and de ermined to 
scep ber record down. Bur this is wore tas they are guod 
for, Yesverday’s rium was 360 miles. a distance far ahead 
ef auy previous record, ia well eomight be, coasderiny 
thay it comes ou: at about twenty-three miles an hour. 

Since the world was made man bas never done such a 
Jay's journey ou the ocean. Tho pace is suficivat to 
take you round the world at tue Equator in .x weeks, 
It is as fast as you can go across the Awericau Continent 
from New York to San Frauvisvu, inciudiny stuppazes, 
aud much faster than any relly long-distance train 
journey in Europe. Given favourable weather, there is 
uo reason why the Lucan shouldn't keep up that pace 
all the way across. 

“Greyhounds of the Atlantic’ the crack liners have 
been called, aud I venture tu suggest to the Cunard 
Company that they should change the Lucruiu's name to 
Fullerton, for she and her sister chip, the Cumprnia, have 
thown themselves as much «speedier than other ships as 
the famous winner of three Waterloo Cups was in bis day 
v0 other four-legged greyhounds.
